Judge John­ 
son issued an order >n the shirifl 
halting a sale scheduled on the 
farm for today of certain assets 
to settle a $1000 claim of the 
Bendersville National bank. 
The three brothers started in 
the apple business after inheriting 
the property about twenty-five 
years ago.

over.
